Providing  for  Inspection,  Etc. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  July  18, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
By  the  Committee  on  Health : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  hand- 
ling of  country  meats  brought  into  the  city  of  Savannah 
by  farmers  at  municipal  abattoirs  and  at  the  City  Market ; 
to  establish  rules  and  regulations  therefor ; to  provide  for 
standard  fees  and  charges  by  said  abattoirs  and  for  fees 
for  inspections  made  at  the  City  Market;  to  provide  a 
penalty  for  a violation  o fthe  ordinance;  and  for  other 
purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Savanniah  in  Council  assembled,  that  all 
meats  slaughtered  by  a farmer  on  his  farm  and  brought 
into  the  city  of  Savannah  for  sale,  shall  be  inspected  and 
stamped  or  otherwise  marked  for  identification  by  the 
chief  food  inspector  of  the  city  of  Savannah  or  his  assist- 
ant at  any  municipal  abattoir,  or  at  the  City  Market  of  the 
city  of  Savannah  under  the  following  rules  and  regulations, 
to  wit : 

First.  All  carcasses  shall  have  the  head  and  all  the 
viscera,  except  the  stomach,  bladder  and  intestines,  held 
together  by  the  natural  attachments,  and  such  carcasses 
shal  be  wrapped  in  a clean  w^hite  cheese  cloth  or  muslin, 
covered  by  burlap,  and  shall  be  brought  to  any  municipal 
abattoir  designated  by  the  chief  food  inspector  of  the  city 
of  Savannah  or  to  the  market  of  the  city  of  Savannah,  and 
the  said  chief  food  inspector  shall  be  notified  when  such 
meat  is  ready  for  inspection. 

Second.  Such  municipal  abattoir  shall  have  its  help 
unload  and  reload  the  farmer’s  meat  at  such  plant,  have 
the  same  placed  on  tables  or  rails,  remove  the  vital  parts 
for  inspection,  and  render  any  other  reasonable  assistance 
in  the  handling  of  such  meats  that  the  chief  food  inspector 
or  his  assistant  may  require. 
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Third.  The  farmers  may  quarter  their  cattle,  but  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  tag  each  quarter  so  that  it  may  be 
readily  identified,  the  viscera  required  for  inspection,  how- 
ever, must  be  attached  to  one  forequarter  by  their  natural 
attachments. 

Fourth.  Slaughtered  animals  brought  for  inspection 
at  any  municipal  abattoir  during  the  absence  of  the  in- 
spector shall  be  placed  in  cold  storage  until  inspected,  and 
a daily  charge  of  five  cents  for  cattle  and  two  and  one-half 
cents  for  hogs  and  small  stock  may  be  made  by  such 
municipal  abattoir  for  such  service. 

Fifth.  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  rules  is  intended  to 
divert  the  sale  of  country  meats  from  their  usual  course  of 
distribution  or  to  prevent  the  farmer  from  selling  his 
meats  to  whomsoever  he  wishes  after  the  same  have  been 
inspected  and  stamped  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sixth.  Each  animal  or  lot  of  animals  must  be  accom- 
panied by  the  following  certificate:

ful, wholesome  and  fit  for  human  food  and  that  it  was 
slaughtered  under  sanitary  conditions.

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Seventh.  Inasmuch  as  there  will  be  stationed  at  any 
municipal  abattoir  designated  for  the  inspection  of  such 
meats  an  inspector  at  all  times  to  make  such  inspection,  no 
charge  shall  be  made  for  any  such  inspection  at  such  abat- 
toir. For  the  inspection  of  all  meats,  however  which  may 
be  carried  to  the  City  Market  for  sudh  purposes,  where 
there  will  be  no  regular  inspector  stationed,  and  to  which 
point  or  place  the  inspector  would  have  to  come  on  request 
in  order  to  make  such  inspection,  the  following  fees  or 
charges  shall  be  made  for  the  same : Cattle,  20  cents ; hogs 
and  small  stock,  10  cents. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, that  any  corporation,  firm  or  person  violating  any  one 
or  more  of  the  above  regulations,  or  making  a false  state- 
ment in  the  above  mentioned  certificate,  shall  be  barred 
from  marketing  his  products  under  said  rules,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court  of  the  city  of  Savan- 
nah shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, that  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


ABATTOIRS 


Providing  for  Inspections,  Etc. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time,  July  18, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council,  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
By  the  Committee  on  Health : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  designation  of  munici- 
pal abattoirs  for  the  city  of  Savannah,  for  rules  and  regu- 
lations governing  the  inspection  by  the  chief  food  inspector 
of  said  city  of  meats  at  such  abattoirs,  under  the  supervi- 
sion and  authority  of  the  heath  officer  of  the  city ; to  pro- 
vide for  standard  fees  and  charges  at  such  abattoirs ; and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Adernien 
of  the  city  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  any 
abattoir  company  located  in  Chatham  county,  Georgia, 
which  adopts  the  charges  herein  named  and  complies  with 
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all  the  requirements  of  the  bureau  of  animal  industry  of 
the  Unted  States  or  the  bureau  of  live  stock  industry  of 
the  state  of  Georgia,  of  the  pure  food  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Sanitary  Commissioners  of  the  city 
of  Savannah,  shall,  after  examination  and  upon  approval 
by  the  health  authorities  of  said  city,  be  designated  as  an 
authorized  municipal  abattoir  of  the  city  of  Savannah, 
Georgia,  and  such  abattoir  companies  may  upon  their  ad- 
vertisement and  stationery,  after  their  names,  use  the 
following  words: 

"‘Authorized  Municipal  Abattoir  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah, Ga.” 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  the  chief  food  inspector  of  the  city  of  Savannah, 
acting  under  authority  and  supervision  of  the  health  officer 
of  the  city,  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  animals 
coming  into  such  plant  or  plants,  the  sanitary  conditions 
in  and  about  the  same,  the  inspection  of  animals,  and  full 
authority  to  enforce  the  following  regulations : 

First.  Said  inspector  shall  carefully  examine  each  ani- 
m.al  before  and  after  slaughter,  to  determine  the  presence 
of  disease  or  injury  or  anything  which  would  render  the 
animal  unfit  for  food,  during  which  inspection  the  meat 
inspection  regulations  of  the  bureau  of  animal  industry. 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  shall  be  followed 
as  far  as  is  practicable. 

Second.  Said  inspector  shall  see  that  such  plant  or 
plants  and  their  surroundings  are  in  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  shall  have  the  authority  to  stop  killing  at  the  plant 
or  plants,  in  his  discretion,  until  the  necessary  cleaning  has 
been  done. 

Third.  Hogs,  sheep  and  goats  will  be  unloaded  from 
cars,  timcks  or  wagons  directly  into  the  free  pens  and 
may  be  slaughtered  as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently  cooled. 
Cattle  and  calves  coming  from  territory  which  has  been 
freed  from  Texas  fever  ticks  (Margaropus  annulatus), 
when  accompanied  by  a certificate,  may  be  unloaded  di- 
rectly into  the  free  pens  and  slaughtered  immediately. 
Cattle  and  calves  from  tick  infested  areas  must  be  inspect- 
ed by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  government  or  the 
state  of  Georgia,  and  if  found  to  be  free  of  ticks  and  ac- 
companied by  an  owner’s  affidavit,  will  be  immediately 
dipped  and  placed  in  the  free  pens  for  immediate  slaugh- 
ter. Cattle  and  calves  which  on  inspection  are  found  to  be 
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infested  with  ticks,  will  be  dipped  and  placed  in  the  quar- 
antine pens  for  one  week  and  will  then  be  redipped  and 
placed  in  the  free  pens  for  slaughter. 

Fourth.  Said  chief  food  inspector  of  said  city  of  Sa- 
vannah shall  cause  to  be  weighed  any  live  animals  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  the  owner,  or  in  case  such  owner  is 
not  present  and  ships  his  animals  to  such  municipal  abat- 
toir, or  to  a local  butcher  for  sale,  such  inspector  shall  see 
that  the  scales  are  in  good  working  order  and  accurate 
and  shall  keep  a record  of  the  weights. 

Fifth.  Such  inspector  shall  see  that  the  fences  are  kept 
and  maintained  in  good  order  and  that  all  lots  of  cattle  are 
placed  in  separate  pens.  In  case  of  the  mixing  of  different 
lots  of  cattle,  such  inspector  shall  see  that  they  are  sepa- 
rated and  render  reasonable  assistance  in  adjusting  the 
differences,  if  any,  between  the  parties,  and  in  case  he  is 
not  successful,  then  the  aggrieved  party  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  health  officer. 

Sixth.  Such  inspector  shall  see  that  all  animals  held  in 
any  of  the  free  pens  or  yards  are  fed  sufficient  food  and 
given  sufficient  water  each  day  to  prevent  any  discomfort 
to  such  animals.  The  municipal  abattoir  shall  be  allowed 
to  charge  fifty  cents  per  head  per  day  for  cattle  and  twen- 
ty-five cents  per  head  per  day  for  small  stock  for  keeping 
and  maintaining  such  cattle  and  small  stock  at  said  abat- 
toir. In  the  event  cattle  are  kept  longer  than  two  days, 
the  charge  shall  be  thirty-five  cents  after  the  second  day. 
Any  owner  shall  have  the  right  to  feed  such  cattle  and 
small  stock,  if  he  so  desires,  but  such  inspector  shall  see 
that  the  same  are  fed  regularly. 

Seventh.  Said  inspector  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  determine  the  order  of  killing  the  animals,  in 
order  to  prevent  any  discrimination  in  the  case  of  two  or 
more  parties  having  animals  to  be  killed,  and  he  shall  also 
regulate  the  hours  of  killing  so  as  to  keep  the  plant  run- 
ning smoothly  and  to  stop  work  in  sufficient  time  to  get 
the  plant  thoroughly  cleaned  after  each  day's  work.  Per- 
sons desiring  to  have  their  animals  killed  on  any  certain 
day  are  required  to  give  the  inspector  at  least  twenty-four 
hours’  notice  of  their  intention  to  do  so,  stating  the  number 
to  be  killed,  and  so  forth. 

Eighth.  Said  inspector  shall  cause  to  be  weighed  and 
keep  a record  of  the  weights  of  dressed  carcasses  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  any  patron. 
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Ninth.  Carcasses  condemned  on  account  of  disease, 
injury  and  so  forth,  must  be  paid  for  by  the  municipal 
abattoir  as  follows: 

For  cattle,  calves,  goats  and  sheep,  one  cent  per  pound. 

For  hogs,  two  cents  per  pound. 

Such  carcasses  must  be  tanked  immediately ; the  patron 
is  to  pay  the  usual  killing  charge  or  fee. 

Tenth.  The  standard  killing  and  storage  charges  are 
hereby  fixed  as  follows : 

Cattle,  per  head,  $1.50. 

Large  calves  with  hides  left  on,  per  head,  75  cents. 

Sheep  and  goats,  per  head,  371/2  cents. 

Veal  calves,  per  head,  371/2  cents. 

Hogs,  weighing  less  than  100  pounds,  per  head,  60 
cents. 

Hogs,  weighing  100  pounds  or  over,  per  head,  75  cents. 

Said  prices  shall  include  forty-eight  (48)  hours'  cold 
storage  (all  carcasses  mnst  remain  in  cold  storage  twenty- 
four  hours),  and  for  cattle  each  day  thereafter  a charge 
of  five  cents  per  head  per  day;  and  for  all  other  animals 
a charge  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per  day  per  head  shall 
be  charged.  The  patron  is  to  have  the  dressed  carcasses, 
tongue,  cheek  meat,  brain,  liver,  heart  and  hide.  The 
municipal  abattoir  is  to  retain  all  offal.  The  caul  and  ruffle 
fat  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  municipal  abattoir  at  a certain 
stated  price  fixed  the  first  day  of  each  month  by  the  said 
chief  food  inspector,  same  to  be  arrived  at  by  considering 
the  market  price  of  the  product  and  the  general  average 
condition  of  the  animals  being  killed. 

Eleventh.  Owners  of  animals  killed  at  the  municipal 
abattoir  will  be  required  to  pay  the  following  inspection 
fees  to  the  city  of  Savannah : 

On  cattle,  per  head,  ten  (10)  cents. 

On  hogs  and  small  stock,  per  head,  five  (5)  cents. 

Sec.  3.  Any  corporation,  firm  or  person  violating  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  upon  conviction  in  the  Police  Court  of  the  city  of 
Savannah  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either 
or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, that  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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AEROPLANES. 


Providing  for  a Rental  Charge  Per  Day,  When  Flying.

Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
11,  1920,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  read  a second  time, 
placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  the  Committee  of  the  Whole : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  that  rent  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City  of  Savannah  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  own- 
ing or  conducting  the  business  of  carrying  passengers  for 
hire  in  an  aeroplane  or  other  flying  machine,  for  the  use  of 
city  property,  and  the  amount  of  the  same ; and  for  other 
purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  owning  or  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  carrying  passengers  for  hire  in  an  aeroplane  or 
other  flying  machine  using  any  property  belonging  to  the 
city  of  Savannah,  shall  pay  as  rent  for  such  use  the  sum 
of  one  ($1)  dollar  per  day  for  each  of  'Such  aeroplanes  or 
flying  machines  when  flying. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


ASSESSMENTS  AND  LICENSES. 


Changing  Names. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  March  12, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
By  Alderman  Davant : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  section  450  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  by  changing  the  name  of  the  com- 
mittee on  assessments  to  that  of  committee  on  assessments 
and  licenses ; to  refer  to  such  committee  on  assessments 
and  licenses  all  appeals  from  licenses  classified  by  the  mar- 
shal of  the  city,  and  all  matters  concerning  licenses ; and 
for  other  purposes : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  section 
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450  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  the  words  “com- 
mittee on  (assessments/^  in  the  sixth  line  thereof,  the 
words  “and  .licenses,’^  and  by  adding  after  the  word  “as- 
sessments,'' in  the  twenty-first  line  thereof,  the  words  “and 
licenses,"  and  by  adding  after  the  word  “members,"  in  the 
twenty-second  line  thereof,  the  following : “There  shall  be 
referred  to  the  committee  on  assessments  and  licenses  all 
appeals  from  licenses  classified  by  the  marshal  of  the  city, 
and  all  matters  concerning  licenses so  that  said  section, 
when  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

“450  (375)  Standing  Committees  of  Council : 

“The  following  standing  committees  of  Council  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  soon  after  his  accession  to  office 
as  may  be  convenient,  to  wit : 

“Committee  on  accounts,  committee  on  assessments 
and  licenses,  committee  on  auditorium,  committee  on  city 
lots  and  opening  streets,  committee  on  drainage,  commit- 
tee on  finance,  committee  on  fire,  committee  on  harbor  and 
wharves,  committee  on  health,  committee  on  market,  com- 
mittee on  police,  committee  on  streets  and  lanes,  commit- 
tee on  trade  and  commerce,  committee  on  water,  board  of 
purchase. 

“No  committee  so  appointed  shall  be  composed  of  less 
than  three  members,  and  the  committees  on  assessments 
and  licenses,  finance  and  streets  and  lanes  shall  be  com- 
posed of  not  less  than  five  members. 

“There  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  assess- 
ments and  licenses  all  appeals  from  licenses  classified  by 
the  marshal  of  the  city  and  all  matters  concerning 
licenses." 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AUTOMOBILES. 


Providing  for  Carrying  Lights. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January  17, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
By  Committee  on  Police : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  1491  of  the  code  of  Sa- 
vannah, 1918,  so  that  it  shall  provide  that  all  automobiles 
shall  be  provided  with  front  lights,  and  for  other  purposes : 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That,  Sec- 
tion 1491  of  the  code  of  Savannah,  1918,  entitled  “Lights 
to  be  Used  on  Automobiles,”  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  “with”  and  before  the 
words,  “ a rear  lamp,”  the  following  words,  “two  front 
lights,  and  one  on  each  side,  and,”  and  after  the  word 
“lights”  and  before  the  words  “while  they  are  actually 
engaged”  the  following  words,  “other  than  electric  lights,” 
so  that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

From  one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before  sunrise 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  have,  use  or  propel 
upon  any  street  or  lane  of  the  City  of  Savannah  any  vehicle 
which  does  not  have  a light  or  lights  which  can  be  seen  in 
any  direction  from  said  vehicle,  and  all  automobiles  shall 
be  provided  with  two  front  lights,  one  on  each  side,  and  a 
rear  lamp  showing  red  in  the  rear  and  casting  a white  light 
upon  the  number  attached  to  the  rear  of  said  automobile. 
Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  automobile  to  have  in  use 
upon  any  street  or  lane  of  said  city  any  form  of  light  cast- 
ing a shadow  at  200  feet  or  more  from  said  light  or  other 
blinding  light. 

Provided,  however,  that  automobiles  or  trucks  engaged 
in  hauling  cotton  shall  not  be  required  to  carry  lights,  other 
than  electric  lights  while  they  are  actually  engaged  in  haul- 
ing cotton  on  the  streets  and  lanes  of  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  ordinances  or 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  here- 
by repealed. 
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AUTOMOBILES. 


Requiring  Notice  of  Sales. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  December 
31,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  Committee  on  Police : 

An  ordinance  to  require  automobile  dealers  to  notify 
the  chief  of  police  in  writing,  of  the  sales  of  all  automobiles 
to  residents  of  Savannah  or  Chatham  county,  where  the 
purchaser  is  to  use  the  dealer’s  state  license  number  for 
any  specified  period  of  time,  giving  the  name  and  address 
of  the  purchaser  and  a description  of  the  car,  to  fix  a pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  the  ordinance  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  automobile  dealer  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  who 
may  sell  automobiles  or  other  motor  vehicles  to  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  in  the  City  of  Savannah  or  Chat- 
ham county,  where  each  person,  firm  or  corporation  is  to 
use  the  dealer’s  state  license  number  for  any  specified 
length  of  time  on  such  automobile  or  motor  vehicle,  to  noti- 
fy the  chief  of  police  of  the  City  of  Savannah  immediately 
after  said  sale  in  writing,  the  name  and  address  of  the  pur- 
chaser, with  a description  of  the  same  and  the  number  of 
the  dealer’s  state  license  to  be  used. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  failing  or  refusing  to  make  such  report  in 
writing,  to  the  chief  of  police  of  said  city  within  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours  after  making  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the 
said  automobile,  or  other  motor  vehicle,  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion of  a violation  of  this  ordinance,  be  subject  to  be  fined 
in  the  Police  Court  of  Savannah  in  a sum  not  more  than 
$100,  or  to  be  imprisoned  for  a period  of  not  longer  than 
thirty  (30)  days,  either  or  both  or  any  part  of  either  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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CITY  OFFICES. 


Repealing  Section  405,  Relative  to  Vacancies. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January

Creating  the  Office  Of. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January 
27,  1919,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  car- 
ried, read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and 
adopted  and  approved. 

By  Alderman  White : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor  for  the  City  of  Sa- 
vannah, to  fix  the  term  of  office  of  said  official,  his  salary 
and  his  duties  and  powers,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  the 
office  of  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor  of  the  City 
of  Savannah  is  hereby  created;  and  such  official  shall  be 
elected  by  Council  at  the  same  time  as  other  officials  of  said 
city  are  elected  for  a term  of  two  years ; and  such  official 
when  elected  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualifies ; and  thereafter  such  offi- 
cial shall  be  elected  biennially. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  said  official  shall 
maintain  an  office  at  the  city  dispensary  or  at  such  other 
place  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Mayor  at  which  he  shall 
have  regular  office  hours,  notice  of  which  shall  be  given  to 
the  public  and  which  office  hours  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor.  Said  official  shall  receive  a salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  ($3,000)  a year,  which  shall  neither  be  in- 
creased nor  diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  said- official  shall 
have  the  right,  power  and  authority,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  inspect  any  portion  of  any  hospital  in  said  city 
receiving  city  appropriations  where  city  patients  are  being 
treated,  and  to  report  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  said 
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city  from  time  to  time  existing  conditions ; and  it  shall  also 
be  his  duty  to  make  such  recommendations  in  regard  to  the 
same  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  for  the  best  interests  of 
said  city  and  for  the  city  patients  and  pauper  cases  in  such 
hospitals,  this  ordinance  in  no  way  to  deprive  the  health 
officer  of  the  city  of  the  right  and  power  to  inspect  hos- 
pitals. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  it  shall  be  duty  of  said  city  physician  and  hos- 
pital supervisor  to  render  suitable  medical  aid  and  atten- 
tion to  the  policemen  and  firemen  of  the  City  of  Savannah 
who  need  medical  attention;  but  this  attention  is  not  re- 
quired to  be  rendered  to  the  families  of  such  policemen  and 
firemen.  Said  official  is  also  authorized  to  give  prescrip- 
tions when  absolutely  necessary  on  the  city  dispensary  for 
the  use  exclusively  of  said  policemen  and  firemen. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  city  physician  and 
hospital  supervisor  to  furnish  medical  aid  and  advice  to 
those  who  need  and  who  may  be  unable  to  employ  a physi- 
cian, as  well  as  to  attend  all  sick  poor  who  may  be  unable 
to  employ  a physician,  keeping  a correct  and  accurate  rec- 
ord of  the  same  and  making  a return  to  the  Mayor,  or  to 
such  other  official  of  said  city  as  the  Mayor  may  direct, 
every  Monday  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  in  full  of  all  work  done 
by  him,  giving  names,  ages,  sex,  disease  and  locality  of 
cases  attended. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  said  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor  will 
be  permitted  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  to  send  to 
one  of  the  hospitals  receiving  city  aid  such  sick  persons  as 
may  be  in  a destitute  condition  and  without  means  of  pro- 
curing sufficient  care  as  to  diet  and  medicine  and  attention 
at  home,  being  governed  in  the  disposition  of  white  persons 
in  such  cases  alternately  so  far  as  the  Savannah  Hospital, 
St.  Joseph's  Infirmary  and  the  Park  View  Sanitarium  are 
concerned.  Children  under  the  age  of  ten  years  may  be 
sent  to  the  Oglethorpe  Sanitarium.  Such  colored  charity 
patients  shall  be  sent  to  the  Georgia  Infirmary  and-  the 
Charity  Hospital  in  proportion  to  the  donations  which  each 
receive  from  the  city.  Permanently  disabled  and  chronic 
cases  shall,  however,  not  be  sent  to  hospitals. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  the  said  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor 
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shall  report  to  the  Mayor,  or  to  such  other  official  of  said 
city  as  the  Mayor  may  direct,  by  12  o’clock  noon  every 
Monday,  the  names  of  all  persons  sent  to  hospitals  for 
treatment  during  the  week  previous,  their  diseases,  etc.  In 
addition  to  this  he  shall  also  report  every  Monday  the  con- 
dition of  all  such  cases  in  hospitals,  so  that  their  stay  may 
not  be  prolonged  at  the  city’s  expense  for  a longer  period 
than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  hospital  of  said  city  refusing  to  receive 
patients  sent  to  it  by  said  city  physician  and  hospital  super- 
visor, or  refusing  to  permit  said  official  to  enter  said  hos- 
pital and  inspect  at  all  times  the  city  cases  and  that  portion 
of  the  hospital  where  such  cases  may  be  treated,  shall  be 
deprived  of  its  appropriation  from  the  city. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  said  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  for  him 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city.  For  a failure 
to  perform  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  said  official  may 
be  suspended  by  the  Mayor  and  removed  by  Council,  the 
Mayor  appointing  a substitute  until  action  is  taken  by 
Council  and  the  successor  elected.

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By  Alderman  White: 

An  ordinance  to  provide  that  wherever  by  any  section 
of  the  code  of  the  City  of  Savannah  of  1918  the  Mayor 
of  the  city  is  designated  to  serve  on  the  board  of  any  hos- 
pital of  the  city  receiving  support  from  the  city,  or  to  per- 
form any  duties  as  such  Mayor  on  such  boards,  the  Mayor 
may  designate  the  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor 
to  be  elected  on  such  board  in  his  place  and  to  perform  all 
duties  in  connection  therewith  required  of  the  Mayor ; and 
that  when  so  designated  by  the  Mayor,  such  hospital  shall 
elect  said  city  physician  and  hospital  supervisor  on  its 
board  along  with  other  representatives  of  the  city;  and 
for  other  purposes.

and  to  perform  all  duties  in  connection  therewith  required 
of  the  Mayor,  such  hospital  shall  elect  said  city  physician 
and  hospital  supervisor  on  its  board  along  with  other  rep- 
resentatives of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 


CITY  MARSHAL. 


Providing  for  the  Placing  of  Purchasers  in  Possession  of 
Land  Sold  by  City  for  Taxes  Due. 


Ordinance  reafl  in  Council  first  time  March  12,  1919, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second  time, 
placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Alderman  Cohen: 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  marshal  or  deputy 
marshal  of  the  City  of  Savannah  to  place  purchasers  or 
their  agents  in  possession  of  lands  sold  by  the  City  of  Sa- 
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vannah  for  taxes  due  and  owing  to  it  upon  such  property, 
and  to  dispossess  the  defendant  in  fi  fa,  or  his  heirs,  les- 
sees or  tenants ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  when- 
ever land  is  sold  by  the  marshal  or  deputy  marshal  of  the

heirs,  lessees  or  tenants. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Defining  Powers,  Jurisdiction  and  Duties  of  Drainage 
Committee. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  December 
3,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  Alderman  Cabell : 

An  ordinance  to  be  entitled  an  ordinance  to  define  the 
powers,  jurisdiction  and  duties  of  the  drainage  commit- 
tee of  Council,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assmbled.  That  the 
drainage  committee  of  Council  shall  have  jurisdiction  and 
supervision  of  the  surface  drainage  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah throughout  said  city  and  within  the  jurisdictional  lim- 
its of  said  city  beyond  the  corporate  limits.  The  power, 
jurisdiction  and  supervision  of  said  committee  shall  also 
extend  to  all  open  fields,  lots  and  tracts  of  land  within  the 
area  aforesaid  in  said  city  and  said  jurisdictional  limits, 
the  condition  of  which  may  require  drainage. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  open  sewers, 
ditches  and  outlets  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  effecting 
proper  surface  drainage  of  said  city  within  the  corporate

and  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  same  shall  be  under  the 
supervision,  direction  and  control  of  said  committee  and 
said  committee  shall  also  have  power  and  authority  to  re- 
port to  Council  any  plans  or  specifications  for  such  addi- 
tional sewers,  drainage  ditches  or  outlets  for  said  city  with- 
in the  area  and  jurisdiction  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  and  all  em- 
ployes of  said  city  who  may  be  engaged  in  any  surface 
drainage  work  of  any  kind,  either  the  laying  of  sewers, 
digging  of  ditches  or  drainage  outlets,  or  any  other  work 
necessary  to  the  proper  surface  drainage  of  said  city,  or 
said  jurisdictional  limits,  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  director  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  said  drainage  committee. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  before  said  com- 
mittee shall  take  any  affirmative  action  with  reference  to 
changing  any  surface  drainage  of  said  city  or  any  of  the 
sewers  carrying  off  the  same  or  before  undertaking  any 
new  drainage  of  any  kind,  said  committee  shall  first  report 
its  recommendations  to  Council,  and  have  the  same  ap- 
proved by  Council  and  receive  authority  for  such  propos^ 
work. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Amending  Section  846  of  City  Code,  Relative  to  Applicants 
for  Electrical  Work  and  Construction. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  October 
22,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  the  Committee  on  Fire : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  846  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  by  providing  that  each  applicant 
for  examination  to  do  electrical  work  and  construction 
shall  pay  a certain  charge,  and  by  providing  how  and  to 
whom  said  charge  shall  be  paid ; and  for  other  purposes. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  Sec- 
tion 846  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  adding  at  the  conclusion 
of  said  section  the  following : 

“Each  applicant  shall  before  his  examination  pay  the 
sum  of  $5  for  such  examination,  which  amount  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  city  treasurer,  who  shall  pay  same  to 
the  member  of  such  board  who  is  not  an  employe  of  the 
city.’'  So  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows : 

“846.  Examination  of  Applicants.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  board  to  examine  and  pass  upon  the  qualifications 
of  all  persons,  who  desire  to  do  electrical  wiring,  repairing 
or  construction  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Savannah ; the  examination  shall  be  such  as  to  satisfy  the 
said  board  of  the  applicant’s  qualifications  to  do  electrical 
work  and  construction  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  whenever  any  applicant  shall 
have  passed  the  required  examination  the  said  board  shall 
issue  to  him  a certificate  authorizing  him  to  do  electrical 
wiring,  repairs  and  construction  within  the  limits  of  said 
city,  subject,  however,  to  be  recalled  or  revoked  by  said 
board  should  it  at  any  time  become  satisfied  that  the  holder 
of  a certificate  is  lacking  in  his  knowledge  of  electrical 
work  or  construction,  or  refuses  or  neglects  to  do  said  work 
or  construction  as  provided  by  the  ordinances  of  said  city. 
Each  applicant  shall  before  his  examination  pay  the  sum 
of  $5  for  such  examination,  which  amount  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  city  treasurer  who  shall  pay  same  to  the  board 
of  electrical  examiners  of  this  city,  such  sum  to  be  paid  by 
it  to  the  member  of  such  board  who  is  not  an  employe  of 
the  city.” 


FERRYMAN. 


Fixing  Rates  of  Fare. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  September 
10,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council,  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and 
approved. 
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By  Alderman  Jackson : 

An  ordinance  to  fix  the  rates  of  fare  to  be  charged  by 
ferrymen  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  passen- 
gers in  rowboats  on  the  Savannah  river,  between  Savan- 
nah and  Hutchinson  Island,  and  for  other  purposse. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in  operating  a feri^ 
between  the  City  of  Savannah  and  Hutchinson  Island  in 
rowboats  to  charge  more  than  the  following  rates : 

Five  cents  per  passenger  one  way. 

Ten  cents  per  passenger  round  trip. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  person  or  persons  charging  more  than  the 
rate  or  rates  prescribed  by  ordinance  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion in  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be  fined 
in  a sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  (?100)  dollars  or  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  either  or  both 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  shall  also  forfeit  the 
license  held  by  them  from  the  City  of  Savannah  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  a ferryman. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances,  in  con- 
flict with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  the  office 
of  third  assistant  chief  of  fire  and  ex-officio  chief  fire  in- 
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spector  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  for  the  appointment  of 
such  officer,  for  his  duties,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  upon  recommendation  of

“When  the  wiring  is  for  motors:  For  motors  of  1- 

horse  power  or  less,  $1 ; for  motors  more  than  1 and  not 
more  than  3-horse  power,  $1.50 ; for  motors  more  than  3 
and  not  more  than  8-horse  power,  $2.50 ; for  motors  more 
than  8 and  not  more  than  15-horse  power,  $3 ; for  motors 
more  than  15-horse  power  and  not  more  than  25-horse 
power,  $4 ; for  motors  more  than  25-horse  power  and  not 
more  than  50-horse  power,  $5;  for  motors  more  than  50- 
horse  power  and  not  more  than  lOO-horse  power,  $7 ; for 
motors  more  than  1 00-horse  power,  $10.

**26,  The  harbor  master  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  board  all  vessels  in  the  port  of  Savannah  in 
connection  with  his  official  duties.” 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Prohibiting  the  Assemblage  of  Persons. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January  15, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Committee  of  the  Whole : 

An  ordinance  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Sanitary  Commissioners  in  closing  certain  places,  prohibit- 
ing the  assemiblage  of  persons  because  of  the  prevalence 
of  influenza,  to  provide  a penalty  therefor ; to  provide  that 
the  health  officer,  and  the  said  Board  of  Sanitary  Commis- 
sioners shall  close  certain  places  and  prohibit  the  assem- 
blage of  persons  to  prevent  the  spread  of  influenza  and 
other  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  to  provide  a pen- 
alty therefor,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  it  is 
hereby  ordained  by  authority  of  the  same,  that  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Sanitary  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Savannah  in  requiring  the  closing  of  moving  picture  shows 
and  houses,  schools,  churches,  certain  places  of  business, 
and  prohibiting  the  assemblage  of  persons  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  on  account  of  the  spread 
of  influenza  in  said  city,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  con- 
firmed and  approved,  and  any  person  violating  any  of  the 
said  orders  of  said  sanitary  board  in  respect  thereto,  shall 
upon  conviction  before  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of 
Savannah,  be  fined  in  a sum  not  exceeding  $100,  or  impris- 
oned not  exceeding  thirty  days,  either  or  both,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court,  for  each  violation. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  health  officer 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  with  the  consent  of  said  Board  of 
Sanitary  Commissioners,  is  hereby  required  to  order  the 
closing  of  moving  picture  shows,  and  houses,  schools, 
churches  and  other  places  Where  people  assemble,  and  to 
prohibit  the  assemblage  of  people  within  the  corporate 
and  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  to 
regulate  the  use  of  street  cars,  and  other  places  where  peo- 
ple congregate  or  assemble,  and  to  prescribe  and  regulate 
the  opening  and  closing  hours  of  stores  and  shops  when- 
ever in  the  opinion  of  said  health  officer,  (which  opinion 
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shall  be  approved  by  said  sanitary  board)  such  action  is 
necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  influenza,  or  other  in- 
fectious or  contag'ious  diseases,  and  any  person  violating 
any  order  of  said  health  officer  or  sanitary  board,  made 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  upon  conviction  before  the 
Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  be  fined  in  a sum  not 
exceeding  $100  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
either  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


HEALTH  OFFICER. 


Relative  to  Venereal  Diseases,  Requiring  Reports,  Etc. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
26,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council,  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  Alderman  White : 

An  ordinance  relating  to  venereal  diseases ; to  require 
the  reporting  of  cases  thereof  and  of  suspected  cases  there- 
of; to  require  the  separating  of  cases  thereof ; to  authorize 
the  examination,  treatment  and  isolation  of  persons  infect- 
ed therewith ; to  give  the  Board  of  Sanitary  Commissioners 
authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations  in  connection 
therewith;  and  to  declare  a penalty  for  the  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  syph- 
ilis, gonorrhea  and  chancroid,  hereinafter  designated  as 
venereal  diseases,  are  hereby  dclared  to  be  infectious,  con- 
tagious, communicable  and  dangerous  to  public  health ; and 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  infected  with  such 
venereal  diseases,  or  with  any  one  of  them,  to  expose  an- 
other person  to  infection. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  physician  or 
other  person  who  sees,  visits,  examines,  advises  or  treats 
a person  infected  with  any  venereal  disease,  or  any  person 
reasonably  suspected  with  being  infected  with  any  vene- 
real disease,  and  that  any  superintendent  or  manager  of  a 
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hospital,  clinic,  dispensary,  or  charitable  or  penal  institu- 
tion in  which  there  is  a case  of  venereal  disease,  shall  im- 
mediately report  such  case  or  cases  of  persons  so  infected 
or  reasonably  suspected  of  being  so  infected  in  writing 
to  the  health  officer  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  stating  the 
name  and  address  or  office  number,  age,  sex,  color  and  occu- 
pation of  the  said  diseased  person,  or  person  reasonably 
suspected  of  being  so  diseased,  and  the  date  of  onset  of  the 
disease,  and  the  probable  source  of  the  infection ; provided, 
that  the  name  and  address  of  the  diseased  person  need  not 
be  stated  except  as  hereinafter  specifically  required.  The 
report  shall  be  inclosed  in  a sealed  envelope  and  sent  to 
health  officer. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the  cases  of  all 
infected  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  the  manufac- 
ture, production  and  sale  of  all  food  products,  including 
milk,  ice  cream  and  soft  drinks ; and  in  the  cases  of  all  in- 
fected persons  engaged  in  handling  food  in  restaurants, 
hotels,  boarding  houses,  penal  institutions  and  charitable 
institutions ; and  in  the  cases  of  infected  persons  engaged 
in  the  business  of  barbering,  manicuring,  hairdressing,  or 
giving  public  baths,  reports  of  such  cases  shall  be  made  by 
name  to  the  health  officer.  Such  reports  by  name  shall  also 
be  made  of  all  infected  inmates,  residents,  employes  and 
officers  of  penal  institutions  and  charitable  institutions. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  if  a physician  or 
other  person  has  good  reason  to  suspect  that  a person  in- 
fected with  venereal  disease  is  so  conducting  himself  or 
herself  as  to  expose  other  persons  to  infection,  or  is  intend- 
ing so  to  conduct  himself  or  herself,  or  if  a person  under 
treatment  refuses  to  make  and  abide  by  the  agreement  and 
reports  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
physician  or  other  person  cognizant  of  the  facts  to  report 
in  writing  to  the  health  officer  the  name  and  address  of  the 
diseased  person  and  the  essential  facts  in  the  case. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  health  officer, 
or  his  authorized  deputies,  is  hereby  directed  and  empow- 
ered, when  in  his  judgment  it  is  necessary  to  protect  the 
public  health,  to  make  examinations  of  persons  infected  or 
suspected  of  being  infected  with  venereal  diseases,  to  re- 
quire such  persons  to  report  for  treatment  to  a reputable 
physician  and  continue  treatment  until  cured,  or  to  submit 
to  treatment  provided  at  public  expense,  and  to  isolate  per- 
sons infected  or  reasonably  suspected  of  being  infected  with 
venereal  diseases. 
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Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  physician  or  other  person  who  examines,  advises 
or  treats  a person  having  venereal  disease,  to  instruct  him 
in  measures  for  preventing  the  spread  of  such  disease,  to 
inform  him  of  the  necessity  for  treatment  until  cured,  to 
hand  him  a copy  of  the  circular  of  information  obtainable 
for  this  purpose  from  the  state  board  of  health,  to  require 
such  infected  person  to  sign  and  abide  by  the  reports  and 
agreements  attached  to  said  circular.  And  it  shall  further 
be  the  duty  of  said  physician  or  other  person  to  report  in 
writing  to  the  health  officer  of  the  City  of  Savannah  any 
failure  of  said  infected  person  to  receive,  sign  and  abide 
by  said  circular,  reports  and  agreements. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  no  druggist  or 
other  person  not  a physician  licensed  under  the  laws  of 
the  state  of  Georgia  shall  prescribe,  offer  or  recommend 
to  any  person  any  drugs,  remedies  or  other  substances  to 
be  used  for  the  cure,  treatment  or  alleviation  of  venereal 
disease,  nor  shall  compound  any  drugs  or  medicines  for 
such  purpose  from  any  formula,  prescription  or  order,  un- 
less said  formula,  prescription  or  order  be  duly  issued  and 
signed  by  a physician  licensed  by  the  state  of  Georgia,  said 
order  to  be  issued  for  the  express  and  sole  use  of  the  person 
for  whom  the  drugs  or  medicines  are  compounded. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Board  of  Sani- 
tary Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Savannah  shall  have 
authority,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  spread  of 
venereal  diseases,  and  for  the  protection  of  public  health, 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  control  of  such  vene- 
real diseases. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  one  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
or  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  any  lawful  order  of  the 
health  officer  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  this  or- 
dinance, or  who  shall  make  any  false  or  misleading  report 
to  the  health  officer,  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police 
Court  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  be  subject  to  a fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $100,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
either  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  said  court. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  for  Cutting  of  Weeds  and  Grass. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  July  30, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  515  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  by  providing  that  the  pajnnent 
for  the  cutting  and  removing  of  grass  or  weeds  within  the 
City  of  Savannah  shall  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  $20  per 
acre,  and  giving  the  right  to  the  health  officer  to  have  said 
work  done,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  Sec- 
tion 515  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  said  section  the  following : 

“The  payment  above  specified  shall  be  made  upon  the 
basis  of  $20.00  per  acre,  the  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 
The  health  officer  of  the  city  shall  have  the  right  to  have 
such  work  done  when,  in  his  discretion,  the  property  is  in- 
sanitary and  detrimental  to  the  public  health,  and  when- 
ever the  property  owner,  after  ten  days'  notice,  fails  to 
have  said  work  done." 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  Sanitary  Measures,  for  Drinking  Cups,  Etc.,  at 
Fountains  and  Public  Drinking  Stands. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
11,  1920,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 
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By  the  Committee  on  Health : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  adopted  and  ap- 
proved as  amended  on  October  9,  1918,  providing  for  the 
use  of  drinking  cups  and  receptacles  at  fountains  and  pub- 
lic drinking  stands,  except  where  such  cups  and  receptacles 
be  washed  in  boiling  water,  and  providing  for  the  washing 
of  glasses,  dishes,  spoons,  knives  and  forks  by  persons  con- 
ducting hotels,  boarding  houses  or  restaurants  before  such 
dishes  be  used  a second  time,  and  providing  a penalty  for 
the  violation  thereof,  by  now  providing  that  all  soft  drinks 
shall  be  served  from  sanitary  paper  drinking  cups,  which 
shall  be  kept  in  a container  in  plain  sight  of  the  customer, 
and  which  shall  not  be  used  a second  time ; and  for  other 
purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  that 
certain  ordinance  adopted  and  approved  as  amended  on 
October  9, 1918,  providing  for  the  use  of  drinking  cups  and 
receptacles  at  fountains  and  public  drinking  stands,  ex- 
cept where  such  cups  and  receptacles  be  washed  in  boiling 
water,  and  providing  for  the  washing  of  glasses,  dishes, 
spoons,  knives  and  forks  by  persons  conducting  hotels, 
boarding  houses  or  restaurants  before  such  dishes  be  used 
a second  time,  and  providing  a penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  conclusion  of  section  1 of  said  ordinance  the  following 
language:  “All  soft  drinks  shall  be  served  from  sanitary 
paper  drinking  cups,  which  shall  be  kept  in  a container  in 
plain  sight  of  the  customer  or  patron,  and  which  shall  not 
be  used  a second  time.’’ 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

By  Committee  of  the  Whole : 

An  ordinance  to  create  a juvenile  welfare  commission 
for  the  City  of  Savannah,  to  fix  the  term  of  office  of  its 
members,  to  fix  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  commission 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  the 
juvenile  welfare  commission  for  said  city  is  hereby  created, 
said  commission  to  be  composed  of  the  Mayor,  two  aider- 
men,  and  such  number  of  citizens  as  the  Mayor  may  deem 
advisable,  such  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
the  Mayor  to  be  ex-officio  chairman  of  said  commission. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  members  of 
said  commission  shall  serve  for  one  year,  the  entire  com- 
mission being  subject  to  reappointment  by  the  Mayor  on 
January  1 of  each  succeeding  year,  and  any  vacancies  oc- 
curring by  any  cause  to  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Mayor. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said  juvenile 
Vv^elfare  commission  shall  have  a vice  chairman  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  said  commission 
shall  have  full  charge  and  control  of  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  welfare  of  juveniles  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  and 
also  jurisdiction  of  playgrounds  for  such  juveniles,  and 
said  commission  shall  also  have  complete  control  of  any 
and  all  employes  of  the  said  commission,  and  shall  gener- 
ally control  and  manage  affairs  connected  with  juveniles, 
but  the  expenditure  of  all  funds  appropriated  by  the  city 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  of  juvenile  organiza- 
tions, for  the  support  of  juvenile  welfare  in  general  and 
playgrounds  for  juveniles  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  of 
Council  regulating  other  expenditures  of  the  city. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  there  shall  be  a 
superintendent  of  juvenile  welfare  for  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  Council  and  shall  hold  office  under  the  same 
conditions  as  other  appointed  officers,  and  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  may  be  determined  by  said  commission  and 
approved  by  Council.  Such  superintendent  to  be  appointed 
after  passing  an  examination  required  by  said  commission.

MARKET. 


Fixing  Rents,  Method  of  Payment,  on  Stalls  and  Further 
Providing  That  the  Payment  of  Stall  Rent  Shall  Not 
Exempt  Persons  From  the  Payment  of  Business 
License. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  December 
17,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  Committee  on  Market : 

An  ordinance  to  be  entitled  an  ordinance  to  provide 
that  the  market  committee  of  Council  shall  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  January  of  every  year  flx  the  rent  on  the 
stalls  in  the  City  Market  for  the  ensuing  year,  subject  to 
ratification  by  Council ; to  fix  the  time  and  method  of  pay- 
ment of  such  rent ; to  provide  that  payment  of  such  rent 
shall  in  no  case  exempt  parties  doing  business  in  the  City 
Market  from  payment  of  licenses,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  market  committee  of  Council  on  or  be- 
fore the  1st  day  of  January  of  each  year  to  fix  and  promul- 
gate a scale  of  rents  for  the  stalls  in  the  City  Market,  the 
same  to  be  subject  to  the  ratification  and  approval  by  Coun- 
cil immediately  after  the  fixing  and  promulgation  of  such 
scale  of  rent. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  rent  for  all  stalls  in  the  City  Market  shall  be 
payable  on  the  1st  day  of  each  month  in  advance,  and  the 
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same  shall  be  collected  by  the  clerk  of  the  market,  who 
shall  render  monthly  accounts  of  the  same  to  the  market 
committee. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  no  person  occupying  any  stall  shall  be  permitted 
to  become  more  than  one  month  in  arrears  in  the  payment 
of  rental. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  the  payment  of  such  stall  rent  for  any  stalls  or 
rooms  in  the  City  Market  or  basement  thereof  shall  in  no 
case  exempt  or  relieve  persons  doing  business  therein  from 
the  payment  to  the  city  of  the  proper  license  for  such  busi- 
ness. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


MASSIE  SCHOOL  COMMISSIONERS. 


Providing  for  the  Appointment  of  an  Alderman  as  a 
Commissioner. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  July  16, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Committee  of  the  Whole : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  1632  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  by  providing  that  an  alderman 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
as  a commissioner  of  the  Massie  School  in  lieu  of  the 
Mayor ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  Sec- 
tion 1632  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  by  striking 
from  the  fourth  line  of  said  section  the  words,  ‘The  Mayor” 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  “an  Alderman  of 
the  City  of  Savannah,”  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows : 

“1632.  (1556.)  Mayor  to  Appoint  Three  Commission- 
ers of  Massie  School.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  Coun- 
cil in  February  of  each  year,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Sa- 
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vannah  shall  appoint  three  (3)  commissioners  of  the  Mas 
sie  School,  one  of  whom  shall  be  an  alderman,  when  he  is 
not  a member  of  the  regular  Board  of  Public  Education  for 
the  City  of  Savannah ; the  said  commissioners  to  be  select- 
ed from  the  Aldermen  or  the  citizens  at  large,  or  both,  as 
the  Mayor  may  elect,  and  the  said  appointment  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  confirmation  of  Council.” 


PAVING. 


Providing  for  Laying  of  Sidewalks  and  Curbing  on  Mont- 
gomery Street,  Between  Forty-second  and  Forty-fifth 
Streets, 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  March  2fi. 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  second  reading  and  adopted  and 
approved. 

By  the  Streets  and  Lanes  Committee : 

An  ordinance  to  require  the  laying  of  sidewalks  and 
granite  curbing  on  Montgomery  street,  between  Forty-sec- 
ond and  Forty-fifth  streets ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  all 
property  owners  on  either  side  of  Montgomery  street  be- 
tween Forty-second  and  Forty-fifth  streets,  shall  immedi- 
ately after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  lay  a pavement  of 
artificial  stone  on  the  sidewalk  of  said  portion  of  Montgom- 
ery street  and  lay  sidewalks  opposite  their  property.  The 
pavement  and  curbing  shall  be  laid  of  the  level  or  grade 
directed  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  that  if  any  owner  or 
owners  of  any  property  on  either  side  of  Montgomery  St., 
between  Forty-second  and  Forty-fifth  streets,  shall  fail  to 
lay  the  sidewalk  pavement  and  curbing  in  front  of  their 
property  as  herein  required,  then  the  city  shall  proceed  to 
do'so,  after  a lapse  of  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  notice 
of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  given 
to  such  owner  or  owners,  which  notice  shall  be  served  by 
the  marshal  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the  event  the 
city  shall  proceed  to  do  the  work  as  provided  in  the  pro- 
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ceding  section,  said  work  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  such  owner  or  owners,  and  in  event  the  bill  thereof 
shall  remain  unpaid  for  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  after  its 
presentation  to  such  owner  or  owners,  then  said  bill  for 
said  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  city 
treasurer,  who  shall  issue  execution  for  its  collection,  to- 
gether with  all  costs  against  said  owner  or  owners  of  the 
abutting  property,  which  execution  shall  be  levied  and 
made  in  the  manner  provided  and  pointed  out  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are 
hereby  repealed. 


PAVING. 


Providing  for  the  Re-Paying  and  Improvement  of  River 
Street  Between  Abercorn  and  Randolph  Streets. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  July  2, 1919, 
and  bv  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second  time, 
placed  upon  its  passage,  and  adopted  and  approved,  all 
members  present  (9)  nine,  voting  in  the  affirmative. 

By  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes : 

An  ordinance  for  the  repaving  and  improvement  of 
River  street,  from  the  west  property  line  of  Abercorn 
street  to  the  north  property  line  of  Bay  street,  and  of  Bay 
street  from  the  north  property  line  of  Bay  street,  the  inter- 
section of  Bay  street  and  River  street,  and  from  said  inter- 
section of  Bay  street  to  the  west  property  line  of  Randolph 
street,  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Georgia,  approved  October  1,  1887,  as 
amended,  and  also  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 870  of  the  Code  of  Georgia  (1910) ; and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

Whereas,  at  a meeting  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldennen  of 
the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  on  May  21, 
1919,  a resolution  was  introduced  by  the  committee  on 
streets  and  lanes  and  adopted  by  Council,  touching  the 
paving  of  River  street,  from  the  west  property  line  of 
Abercorn  street  to  the  north  property  line  of  Bay  street, 
and  of  Bay  street  from  the  north  property  line  of  Bay 
street,  the  intersection  of  Bay  street  and  River  street,  and 
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from  said  intersection  of  Bay  street  to  the  west  property 
line  of  Randolph  street,  composed  of  cobblestone  and  wood, 
by  the  terms  of  which  resolution  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  was  directed  to  make  a thorough  and 
close  examination  of  said  paving,  so  as  to  ascertain  its  true 
condition,  and  as  to  whether  or  not  it  is  unsanitary  or  so 
badly  worn  as  to  be  no  longer  serviceable,  and  said  officer 
was  directed  to  make  a detailed  report  to  City  Council 
concerning  such  pavement  and  his  examination  of  the 
same ; and, 

Whereas,  the  said  City  Council,  at  its  regular  meeting 
held  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  1919,  after  hearing  the  evi- 
dence of  said  chief  engineer  and  of  the  assistant  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  City  of  Savannah,  together  with  a detailed  re- 
port of  said  chief  engineer,  found  that  in  the  judgment  of 
the  said  Council,  the  said  pavement  on  said  streets  was 
worn  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  unsanitary  and  no  longer 
serviceable,  and  said  Council  thereupon  condemned  the  said 
pavement  and  passed  a resolution  to  that  effect,  and  fur- 
ther resolved  that  said  portion  of  said  streets  should  be 
repaved  as  soon  as  practicable ; and 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Savannah  has  a population  of 
more  than  twenty  thousand: 

Therefore:  Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assem- 
bled, under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  Georgia,  approved  October  1,  1887,  as  amended, 
That  the  chief  engineer  of  the  City  of  Savannah  and  the 
committee  on  streets  and  lanes  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  build  and  construct  on  River 
street,  from  the  west  property  line  of  Abercom  street  to 
the  north  property  line  of  Bay  street,  and  on  Bay  street, 
from  the  north  property  line  of  Bay  street,  the  intersection 
of  Bay  street  and  River  street,  and  from  said  intersection 
of  Bay  street  to  the  west  property  line  of  Randolph  street, 
in  the  City  of  Savannah,  a roadway  of  granite  blocks, 
twenty  feet  in  width  between  curbing  from  the  west  prop- 
erty line  of  Abercorn  street  to  the  west  property  line  of 
Lincoln  street,  and  thirty  feet  in  width  between  curbing 
from  the  west  property  line  of  Lincoln  street  to  the  west 
property  line  of  Randolph  street,  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  lay  all  necessary  curbing  and  do 
all  work  necessary  in  the  way  of  grading  and  all  oth^r 
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things  incident  to  the  construction  and  completion  of  said 
roadway  on  said  portions  of  said  streets  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  railroad  com- 
pany having  tracks  running  through  said  portions  of  said 
streets  to  be  improved  under  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  re- 
quired to  pave  the  width  of  its  tracks  and  two  (2)  feet  on 
each  side  of  every  line  of  their  tracks  of  said  railroad  with 
granite  block  as  the  adjacent  portions  of  said  streets  are 
being  paved,  as  the  work  progresses,  and  in  event  this  is 
not  done  by  said  company,  the  said  chief  engineer  and  the 
said  committee  shall  have  it  done  at  the  expense  of  said 
railway  company. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  after  the  total 
cost  of  said  work  shall  have  been  ascertained,  one-third 
of  such  total  cost  shail  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
and  the  other  two-thirds  by  the  persons  owning  at  the 
date  of  adoption  of  this  ordinance  the  real  estate  abutting 
on  said  portions  of  said  streets  to  be  improved  under  this 
ordinance,  according  to  frontage,  and  the  pro  rata  amount 
of  the  cost  of  such  work  is  hereby  assessed  against  the  said 
abutting  real  estate  and  its  owners  as  aforesaid,  according 
to  frontage.  The  frontage  of  the  intersecting  streets  and 
lanes  is  assessed  as  real  estate  abutting  said  portion  of  said 
streets  to  be  improved,  and  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  shall  for  all  intents  and  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  be  the  owners  of  the  real  estate  so  abutting  and 
shall  pay  from  the  city  treasury  its  just  pro  rata  as  such 
owner  of  the  cost  of  said  work,  according  to  frontage,  in 
addition  to  its  one-third  of  the  entire  cost,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  after  the  improve- 
ment hereinbefore  provided  for  has  been  completed,  the 
chief  engineer  and  the  said  committee  on  streets  and  lanes 
shall  prepare  and  submit  a statement  showing  the  cost 
of  the  improvement  herein  provided  for,  and  also  an  assess- 
ment roll  showing  as  to  two-thirds  of  the  cost  to  be  appor- 
tioned, how  it  is  apportioned  among  the  several  abutting 
parcels  and  the  amount  chargeable  to  each  parcel,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner.  The  said  statement  and  assessment 
roll  should  also  show  the  amount  payable  by  any  railroad 
company.  Upon  consideration  and  adoption  of  said  state- 
ment and  assessment  roll  by  the  City  Council  of  Savannah, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  send  to  the 
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abutting  property  owners  and  such  railroad  company  their 
proper  bill  for  same,  as  it  may  be  ascertained  by  the  City 
Council,  and  if  such  bill  so  sent  be  not  paid  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  presentation  or  sending  of  same,  it 
shall  then  become  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  issue  ex- 
ecution for  the  amount,  together  with  costs,  against  the 
person  or  company  and  property  aforesaid,  which  execu- 
tion shall  be  made  and  levied  out  of  the  property  described 
herein,  as  are  executions  for  city  taxes. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


PAVING. 


Providing  for  the  Laying  of  Sidewalks  and  Curbing,  Forty- 
first  street,  Between  Habersham  and  Price  Streets. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  July  18, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage,  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes : 

An  ordinance  to  require  property  owners  on  either  side 
of  Forty-first  street,  between  the  eastern  property  line  of 
Habersham  street  and  the  western  property  line  of  Price 
street,  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  to  lay  sidewalk  pavement 
and  curbing ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordained  by  authority  of  the  same,  that  all  prop- 
erty owners  on  either  side  of  Forty-first  street,  between 
the  eastern  property  line  of  Habersham  street  and  the 
western  property  line  of  Price  street,  in  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah, Georgia,  shall  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance  lay  a pavement  on  the  sidewalk  opposite  their 
property  of  artificial  stone  (cement).  The  said  sidewalk 
shall  be  laid  on  the  level  or  grade  directed  by  the  chief 
engineer  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  shall  be  five  (5) 
feet  in  width  and  located  one  foot  from  the  property  line. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  that  the  property  own- 
ers aforesaid  shall  also  lay  curbing  and  do  other  things  in- 
cident to  the  construction  of  said  sidewalks. 
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Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  if  any  of  the  own- 
ers or  owner  of  any  of  the  property  on  either  side  of  Forty- 
first  street  above  specified  shall  fail  to  lay  sidewalk  pave- 
ment and  curbing  in  front  of  their  property,  as  herein  re- 
quired, then  the  city  shall  proceed  to  do  so,  after  a lapse  of 
thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  notice  of  the  requirements 
of  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  given  to  such  owner  or 
owners,  which  notice  shall  be  served  by  the  marshal  of  the 
City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  in  the  event  that 
the  city  shall  proceed  to  do  the  work,  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  said  work  shall  be  done  at  the  expense  and 
cost  of  such  owner  or  owners,  and  in  the  event  the  bill 
thereof  shall  remain  unpaid  for  a period  of  ten  (10)  days 
after  its  presentation  to  such  owner  or  owners,  then  said 
bill  for  said  cost  and  expenses  shall  be  turned  over  to  the 
city  treasurer,  who  shall  issue  ^an  execution  for  its  collec- 
tion, together  with  all  costs  against  said  owner  or  owners 
and  the  abutting  property,  v/hich  execution  shall  be  levied 
and  made  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  law  for  the  levy 
and  making  of  tax  executions  for  taxes  due  the  City  of  Sa- 
vannah ; provided  that  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right 
to  file  an  affidavit  denying  that  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
amount  for  which  the  execution  issued  is  due,  and  stating 
what  amount  he  admits  to  be  due,  which  amount  so  admit- 
ted to  be  due  shall  be  paid  or  collected  before  the  affidavit 
is  received,  and  the  affidavit  received  for  the  balance ; and 
all  such  affidavits  so  received  shall  be  returned  to  the  Su- 
perior Court  of  Chatham  county,  Georgia,  and  there  tried, 
and  the  issue  determined  as  in  cases  of  illegality,  subject 
to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  provided  for  in  cases  of  ille- 
gality for  delay. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


PORT  CAPTAIN. 


Creation  of  Office,  Duties  and  Powers. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January  27, 
1919,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  carried, 
read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted 
and  approved. 
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By  Alderman  Saussy : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  the  office  of 
captain  of  the  port  of  Savannah;  to  prescribe  his  duties 
and  powers;  to  provide  for  his  appointment  and  salary; 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  in  Council  assembled,  That  the 
office  of  the  captain  of  the  port  of  Savannah  is  hereby  cre- 
ated. Such  official  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  of  two  years  and  hold  office  until  his  successor  is  ap- 
pointed and  qualifies,  provided,  however,  that  the  Mayor 
can  remove  said  official  at  any  time  wuth  or  without  cause 
assigned.  The  salary  of  such  official  shall  be  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($1,800)  per  year. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  said  captain  of  the 
port  of  Savannah  shall  have  the  following  duties  to  per- 
form : 

First.  He  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  harbor  mas- 
ter of  the  city,  when  directed  by  the  Mayor,  in  case  of  the 
sickness,  or  absence  of  the  harbor  master  from  his  office 
from  any  other  cause. 

Second.  He  shall  make  periodical  soundings  of  the 
river  and  harbor  of  the  port  of  Savannah  and  within  the 
police  limits  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  officially  reporting 
same  to  the  Mayor  for  transmission  to  the  harbor  com- 
mission. Such  soundings  and  examinations  of  the  depth 
of  the  river  shall  be  made  as  often  as  the  Mayor  may  re- 
quire. 

Third.  He  shall  thoroughly  familiarize  himself  with 
fire  conditions  along  the  river  front  and  on  Hutchinson’s 
Island,  reporting  same  from  time  to  time  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  chief  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  and  co-operating 
with  said  fire  department  with  the  object  of  lessening  fire 
losses. 

Fourth.  He  shall  examine  from  time  to  time  the  phys- 
ical condition  of  all  wharves  and  terminals  along  the  river 
front  and  on  Hutchinson’s  Island,  and  for  such  purposes 
is  hereby  clothed  with  the  power  and  authority  of  a police 
and  fire  inspector  of  said  city,  with  the  object  of  ascertain- 
ing and  reporting  such  condition  with  reference  to  their 
safety. 

Fifth.  He  shall  have  the  right,  power  and  authority 
to  arrest  any  offender  against  the  ordinances  of  the  city 
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whom  he  may  apprehend  in  the  discharge  of  his  other 
duties  under  this  ordinance. 

Sixth.  Under  the  instructions  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
he  shall  work  and  co-operate  with  the  harbor  commission 
of  the  city  in  any  undertaking  to  improve  the  port  of  Sa- 
vannah. 

Seventh.  He  shall  maintain  an  office  with  the  harbor  • 
master  of  the  city,  and  the  clerk  of  the  harbor  master, 
when  not  engaged  in  the  duties  of  the  harbor  master,  shall 
act  as  clerk  for  the  captain  of  the  port. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


Repealing  Section  1640,  Relative  to  Appointment  of 
Librarian  and  Assistants,  and  Salaries,  as  Fixed 
by  Council. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
12,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  read  a second  time, 
placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Committee  of  the  Whole : 

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  1640  of  the  code  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  of  1918,  providing  that  the  Mayor  of  said 
city  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Council,  a 
librarian  and  assistants  for  the  new  Public  Library  of  said 
city,  and  providing  further  that  such  librarian  and  assist- 
ants shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  Council ; 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  and  it  is 
hereby  ordained  by  authority  of  the  same.

Mayor  and  Aldermen  for  pensions,  as  said  board  may 
deem  worthy  and  entitled  to  same.  After  such  pensions 
are  granted,  the  said  parties  to  whom  such  pensions  may 
be  paid  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  said  Board  of 
Pensions  and  Charities,  which  board  may  recommend  to 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  the  discontinuance  of  such  pen- 
sions at  any  time.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to 
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report  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  the  physical,  mental 
and  financial  condition  of  each  pensioner  and  of  each 
applicant  for  pension,  in  so  far  as  the  same  can  be 
ascertained,  and  the  reasons  for  which  any  pension  is 
granted,  refused  or  withdrawn,  and  such  report  shall 
accompany  all  recommendations  of  the  board  whether 
granting,  refusing  or  withdrawing  pensions.  It  shall 
further  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Pensions  and  Chari- 
ties to  formulate  and  promulgate  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  in  accord  with  the  statutes  in  such  cases  made 
and  provided  under  which  applications  for  pensions  shall 
be  made,  pensions  shall  be  granted,  refused  or  withdrawn. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid.  That 
hereafter  no  person  shall  be  pensioned  by  the  city  until 
such  person  shall  have  been  first  examined  by  said  board, 
and  until  the  report  and  the  recommendation  as  to  such 
person  for  pension  shall  have  been  made  to  Council  by  said 
board  of  pensions  and  charities. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforesaid. 
That  the  member  of  said  board  not  an  alderman  of  the  City 
of  Savannah  shall  receive  for  the  examination  of  each  per- 
son, pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  the  sum  of 
five  ($5.00)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  paid  from  the  city 
treasury. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  applications  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Savannah,  for  an  appropriation  of  money  from 
the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Savannah  for  charitable  pur- 
poses, shall  be  referred  to  the  board  of  pensions  and  chari- 
ties, and  all  such  applications  shall  be  promptly  investi- 
gated by  the  board  of  pensions  and  charities,  and  such 
board  shall  promptly  report  to  Council  the  result  of  its  in- 
vestigations, and  shall  recommend  to  Council  such  action 
on  said  application  as  said  board  shall  deem  proper,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  every  appropriation,  expenditure  or 
donation  of  money  from  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah for  charitable  purposes  shall  be  passed  by  a three- 
fourths  vote  of  the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, wherever  any  hospital  in  the  City  of  Savannah, 
whether  for  white  or  colored,  receives  charity  patients  and 
makes  no  charge  for  treatment  of  the  same,  the  said  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  authorized  to  annually  appropriate  money  for

such  hospitals  and  pay  the  same  to  such  hospitals  for  the 
treatment  of  such  charity  patients,  in  such  amounts  as  may 
seem  just  and  proper  to  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  All 
applications  by  hospitals  in  the  City  of  Savannah  for 
money  for  such  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  such  charity 
patients  shall  be  by  petition,  in  writing,  addressed  to  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  shall 
be  referred  to  the  board  of  pensions  and  charities  for  in- 
vestigation and  recommendation,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  board  of  pensions  and  charities  to  investigate  all 
applications  from  hospitals  for  money  for  such  purposes, 
and  report  the  same  to  Council  with  such  recommendation 
as  said  board  may  deem  proper;  provided,  however,  that 
no  appropriation  to  hospitals  for  such  purposes  shall  be 
passed  by  Council,  except  by  a three-fourths  vote  of  the 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Savannah  for  the  time 
being,  may  remove  the  members  of  such  board,  or  any  of 
them,  with  or  without  cause  at  any  time,  and  appoint  their 
successors. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  for  the  Appointment  on  the  Board  of  a Member 
of  the  Committee  on  Health. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  September 
24,  1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and 
approved. 

By  Alderman  Saussy : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  passed  upon  Sep- 
tember 10, 1919,  creating  a board  of  pensions  and  charities 
for  the  City  of  Savannah,  providing  for  the  compensation 
of  said  board  and  the  appointment  of  its  membership,  de- 
fining the  duties  and  powers  of  said  board  and  providing 
for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  for  charitable  purposes,  by 
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adding  to  said  board  an  additional  member  to  be  appointed 
from  among  the  members  of  the  health  committee  of  the 
City  of  Savannah,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  ordi- 
nance passed  upon  September  10,  1919,  creating  a board 
of  pensions  and  charities  for  the  City  of  Savannah,  provid- 
ing for  the  compensation  of  said  board  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  its  membership,  defining  the  duties  and  powers 
of  said  board  and  providing  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys 
for  charitable  purposes  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  to  the  paragraph  immediately  following  the  cap- 
tion of  said  ordinance  and  between  said  caption  and  section 
two  of  said  ordinance,  in  the  seventh  line  of  said  p^ara- 
graph,  before  the  word  “and”  and  after  the  word  “police,” 
the  following  language : “A  member  of  the  committee  on 
health,”  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  will  read  as 
follows : 

“Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  in  Council 
assembled,  and  it  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  authority  of 
the  same,  that  there  shall  be  a board  of  pensions  and  chari- 
ties for  the  City  of  Savannah.  The  board  shall  consist  of 
one  practicing  physician  of  high  standing  in  the  medical 
profession,  resident  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  committee  on  fire,  a member  of  the  committee 
on  streets  and  lanes,  a mmber  of  the  committee  on  police, 
a mem.ber  of  the  committee  on  health,  and  a member  of  the 
committee  on  finance,  all  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 
The  first  board  shall  hold  office  until  the  regular  election 
by  Council  of  city  officers  in  January,  1922,  and  each  suc- 
ceeding board  shall  hold  office  for  the  same  length  of  time 
as  other  city  officers.” 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to  Take  the  Place 
of  the  Health  Officer  on  Any  Hospital  Board 
Receiving  Support  From  the  City. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  December 
3, 1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
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By  Alderman  White : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  that  wherever  by  any  section 
of  the  code  of  the  City  of  Savannah  of  1918  the  health  offi- 
cer of  the  city  is  designated  to  serve  on  the  board  of  any 
hospital  of  the  city  receiving  support  from  the  city  or  to 
perform  any  duties  as  such  health  officer  on  such  boards, 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  pensions  and  charities  of 
Council  shall  take  the  place  on  such  board  of  said  health 
officer,  and  said  chairman  shall  perform  all  duties  in  con- 
nection therewith  now  required  of  the  health  officer ; and 
such  hospital  shall  elect  the  said  chairman  of  the  board  of 
pensions  and  charities  on  its  board  along  with  the  other 
representatives  of  the  city ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldennen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  wher- 
ever by  any  section  of  the  code  of  the  City  of  Savannah  of 
1918  the  health  officer  of  the  city  is  designated  to  serve  on 
the  board  of  any  hospital  of  the  city  receiving  any  appro- 
priation or  support  from  the  city,  or  to  perform  any  duties 
as  such  representative  of  the  city,  on  such  boards,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  pensions  arid  charities  of  Council 
shall  take  the  place  on  such  board  of  such  hospital  instead 
of  such  health  officer,  and  such  chairman  shall  perform  all 
the  duties  in  connection  therewith  required  of  the  health 
officer,  and  such  hospital  shall  elect  such  chairman  of  the 
board  of  pensions  and  charities  on  its  board  along  wuh  the 
other  representatives  of  the  city. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con- 
flict with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

Providing  for  Employees  of  the  Streets  and  Lanes  Depart- 
ment Seeking  Pensions,  and  Prescribing  Method 
of  So  Doing. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  March  10, 
1920,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
tinie,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
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An  ordinance  to  be  entitled,  “An  ordinance  to  provide 
that  all  applications  for  pensions  from  employes  in  the 
Department  of  Streets  and  Lanes  shall  be  first  addressed  to 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes  and  shall  be  passed 
upon  by  said  committee  before  the  same  are  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Pensions,  and  for  other  purposes.’^ 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  when- 
ever any  employe  of  the  city  in  the  Department  of  Streets 
and  Lanes  shall  apply  for  a pension,  the  application  shall 
be  first  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes 
and  there  acted  upon  before  the  said  application  is  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Pensions.  Should  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Lanes  recommend  a pension  to  the  applicant, 
the  applicant  shall  then  make  application  on  the  regular 
forms  provided  by  the  Committee  on  Pensions  and  shall 
attach  the  recommendation  of  the  Streets  and  Lanes  Com- 
mittee to  such  application  to  the  Committee  on  Pensions. 
In  the  event  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes  disap- 
proves the  application  for  a pension,  no  further  applica- 
tion will  be  entertained  by  Council  or  by  the  Committee 
on  Pensions. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

By  Streets  and  Lanes  Committee : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  that  wherever  any  employe  of 
the  city  in  the  Department  of  Streets  and  Lanes  desires 
to  be  pensioned,  he  shall  first  have  his  application  approved 
by  the  Streets  and  Lanes  Committee,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  when- 
ever any  employe  of  the  City  of  Savannah  desires  to  be 
pensioned  by  the  city  for  any  reason,  such  employe  shall 
first  have  his  application  for  a pension  recommended  by 
the  streets  and  lanes  committee  before  said  petition  is  pre- 
sented to  Council,  or  to  the  committee  on  pensions  and 
charities  of  Council.

Permitting  An  Encroachment  of  Three  Feet  on  the  Side- 
walk, Congress  Street  Side,  Hotel  Savannah. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  April  23, 
1919,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a second 
tim_e,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 
By  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes : 

An  ordinance  to  permit  and  allow  an  encroachment  of 
three  feet  on  the  south  sidewalk  of  Congress  street,  east, 
in  the  City  of  Savannah,  at  a distance  of  about  twenty  feet, 
from  the  southeast  corner  of  Bull  and  Congress  streets, 
alongside  the  Hotel  Savannah,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a stairway  leading  to  the  basement  barber  shop  in  the  said 
Hotel  Savannah,  subject  to  revocation  at  any  time  by  the 
city,  and  providing  for  the  giving  of  bond  by  the  owner  or 
lessee  of  such  hotel,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  for  an  encroach- 
ment of  three  feet  on  the  south  sidewalk  of  Congress 
street,  east,  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  at  a distance  of  about 
twenty  feet  from  the  southeast  corner  of  Bull  and  Congress 
streets,  alongside  the  Hotel  Savannah,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a stairway  leading  to  the  basement  barber  shop 
in  the  said  Hotel  Savannah,  in  accordance  with  the  author- 
ity vested  in  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah by  act  of  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  approved  August 
1,  1918,  said  permissin  hereby  granted  being  subject  to 
revocation  at  any  time  by  the  City  of  Savannah  upon  rea- 
sonable notice  by  it ; the  owner  or  the  lessee  of  said  Hotel 
Savannah  to  execute  and  deliver  a good  and  sufficient  bond 
indemnifying  and  holding  harmless  the  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  City  of  Savannah  from  any  and  all  loss  or  dam- 
age that  mxay  accrue  against  it  in  any  way  or  manner  by 
reason  of  the  erection,  use  or  occupation  of  the  area  herein 
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provided  for,  or  by  reason  of  the  permission  hereby  grant- 
ed. Said  work  is  to  be  done  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Prohibiting  the  Walking  Diagonally  Across  Streets  at  In- 
tersections Within  the  Boundaries  of  Bay,  East  Broad, 
Gaston  and  West  Broad  Streets. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  September 
24,  1919,  read  a second  time  October  8,  1919,  placed  upon 
its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Lanes : 

An  ordinance  to  prevent  any  person  from  walking  diag- 
onally across  the  streets  in  the  business  or  congested  sec- 
tion of  the  City  of  Savannah,  within  the  boundaries  of  Bay, 
East  Broad,  Gaston  and  West  Broad  streets,  where  the 
streets  intersect  with  other  streets,  and  to  provide  that  at 
such  intersections  all  persons  shall  cross  in  a north  and 
south  and  in  an  east  and  west  direction ; to  provide  a pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  such  ordinance,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  no  per- 
son shall  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  walk  diagonally  across 
any  of  the  streets  in  the  business  or  congested  section  of 
the  City  of  Savannah,  within  the  boundaries  of  Bay,  East 
Broad,  Gaston  and  West  Broad  streets,  where  the  streets 
intersect  with  other  streets,  and  all  persons  shall  at  such 
intersections  cross  in  a north  and  south  and  in  an  east  and 
west  direction  going  from  one  corner  to  another  corner. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Police 
Court  of  Savannah,  be  subject  to  a fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  either  or  both  or  any  portion  of  either,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 
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Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  repair  any  auto- 
mobile, automobile  truck  or  other  vehicle  upon  the  streets, 
lanes  and  thoroughfares  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of  an 
emergency  arising  out  of  an  accident  or  in  case  of  a tem- 
porary breakdown,  only  such  repairs  being  allowed  in  such 
instances  as  will  permit  the  automobile  or  such  other  ve- 
hicle to  be  removed  from  the  place  where  it  may  have  be- 
come disabled. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  be  fined  in  the 
Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  the  sum  not  more 
than  $100.00,  and  to  be  imprisoned  not  longer  than  thirty 
(30)  days,  either  or  both,  or  any  part  of  either  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  for  the  Creation  of  a Board  of  Tax  Assessors. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time,  January 
27,  1919,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  car- 
ried, read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and 
adopted  and  approved. 

By  Alderman  McNamara: 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  a board  of 
^ tax  assessors  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  for  their  term  of 
office,  for  their  oath  and  bond,  for  their  office  and  office 
hours,  for  their  salaries  and  their  duties  and  powers ; and 
for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  the 
board  of  tax  assessors  of  the  City  of  Savannah  is  hereby 
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created ; that  said  board  shall  consist  of  three  freeholders 
residing  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  who  shall  value  and  as- 
sess all  the  property  within  said  city  liable  for  taxation. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  after  the  passage 
of  this^ordinance  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  at  the  regular  time  for 
the  election  of  other  city  officers,  a tax  assessor  to  be  known 
as  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  tax  assessors  who  shall 
receive  a salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  ($2,400) 
a year;  al:o  a tax  assessor  to  be  known  as  assistant  tax  as- 
sessor, who  shall  receive  a salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,500)  a year ; and  also  a tax  assessor  to  be  known  as  as- 
sistant tax  assessor  and  clerk  of  the  board,  who  shall  re- 
ceive a salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  ($2,400)  a 
year.  Said  assessors  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  and 
until  the  next  regular  election  for  other  city  officers  and 
shall  be  thereafter  elected  biennially. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  That  in  order  to  qualify 
each  of  the  said  assessors  shall  take  and  subscribe  before 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Savannah  an  oath  of  office  to  the 
effect  that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  of  the  duties 
pertaining  to  his  office  as  prescribed  by  law,  which  oath 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Council.  The  chair- 
man of  said  board  shall  give  a bond  in  the  penal  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000),  and  the  two  assistant  tax 
assessors  shall  each  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars  ($2,000),  payable  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Savannah,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance and  discharge  of  all  his  duties  as  said  tax  assessor; 
and  in  addition  to  this  the  bond  of  the  chairman  and  the 
clerk  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  and 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  each  respectively  as  chairman 
and  clerk. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  said  tax  as- 
sessors shall  have  an  office  at  the  City  Hall,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chairman  of  said  board  and  the  assistant 
tax  assessor  and  clerk  to  be  at  said  office  every  day,  Sun- 
days and  holidays  excepted,  from  9 o’clock  a.  m.  to  2 o’clock  " 
p.  m.,  and  from  4 o’clock  p.  m.,.to  6 o’clock  p.  m.,  except 
when  absence  from  said  office  may  be  required  by  official 
duties.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assistant  tax  assessor  to 
be  at  said  office  every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays, 
from  9 o’clock  a.  m.  to  2 o’clock  p.  m.,  and  from  4 o’clock 
p.  m.  to  6 o’clock,  p.  m.,  except  when  his  absence  from  the 
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office  may  be  required  by  his  official  duty,  during  the  month 
of  January  of  each  year.  During  the  months  of  February 
and  March  of  each  year  he  shall  give  to  his  duties  at  least 
five  hours  each  day,  and  during  the  remaining  months  of 
the  year  such  other  time  as  he  may  be  called  upon  to  give 
by  the  said  chairman.  There  shall  be  no  other  clerk  in  said 
office  or  clerk  to  said  board  than  the  one  herein  provided 
for. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  duties  and 
powers  of  said  board  shall  be  those  provided  for  and  named 
in  Sections  1648  and  1649  of  Atkinson’s  code  of  the  City  of 
Savannah  of  1918,  which  sections  are  hereby  re-enacted 
and  made  applicable  to  the  board  of  tax  assessors  hereby 
created.

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Providing  for  the  Qualifications  of  Drivers,  Etc.;  Also  to 
Designate  Stands,  Etc. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
25  1920,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  the  Committee  on  Police : 

An  ordinance  to  be  entitled  ‘‘An  ordinance  to  provide 
for  the  qualification  of  the  drivers  of  public  vehicles  for 
hire  in  the  City  of  Savannah ; to  provide  for  a permit  and 
bond  for  such  drivers ; to  designate  stands  for  such  vehicles 
for  hire  in  the  City  of  Savannah ; to  provide  for  the  revoca- 
tion of  such  permit ; to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  such 
drivers,  vehicles  and  stands ; to  provide  a penalty  for  the 
violation  of  this  ordinance ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  before 
any  person  shall  be  entitled  to  drive  any  vehicle  for  hire 
for  the  carriage  of  passengers  in  the  City  of  Savannah  he 
shall  first  obtain  a permit  or  license  from  the  chief  of  po- 
lice ; applicant  shall  be  not  less  than  18  years  of  age,  shall 
be  a sober,  discreet  and  able-bodied  person,  of  good  charac- 
ter, and  the  owner  of  any  such  vehicle  shall  give  a bond  in 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  except  horse-drawn  vehi- 
cles, the  owner  of  which  shall  give  a bond  in  the  sum  of  two 
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hundred  dollars,  payable  to  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  oi  me 
City  of  Savannah,  with  the  surety  or  sureties  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee  on  Police  of  Council.  Said  bond 
shall  contain  the  same  conditions  as  are  now  provided  for 
in  bonds  to  be  given  by  any  person,  lirm  or  corporation 
operating  a jitney  bus  as  set  out  in  Section  1521  of  the  code 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  of  1918.  No  permit  shall  be  issued 
to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  until  the  said  bond  here- 
inbefore provided  for  has  been  given  and  approved. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  ob- 
tain a permit  or  license  to  drive  any  such  vehicle  shall  sub- 
mit an  application  in  writing  to  the  Committee  on  Police  of 
Council,  which  application  shall  set  forth  the  name,  age 
and  qualifications  of  the  driver  or  drivers  of  any  such  ve- 
hicle, as  well  as  a statement  as  to  whether  or  not  the  appli- 
cant has  ever  been  convicted  of  violating  the  city  ordi- 
nances of  Savannah  or  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Georgia  with 
}*egard  to  motor  vehicles.  Such  application  shall  be  indorsed 
by  two  reputable  citizens  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  who 
shall  vouch  for  the  good  character  of  the  proposed  driver. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Police  of  Council 
to  pass  on  all  such  applications  and  said  committee  shall 
have  the  right  to  refuse  a permit  to  any  applicant  unless 
such  applicant  possesses  the  qualifications  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance.  Upon  any  application  being  granted,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Police  to  instruct  the 
chief  of  police  to  issue  a permit. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  no  person  who  has  been  convicted  more  than 
once  of  the  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City 
of  Savannah  or  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Georgia  with  re- 
gard to  motor  vehicles,  shall  be  issued  a permit.  After  a 
permit  has  been  issued,  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  the  same 
after  reasonable  notice  to  the  holder  and  after  giving  such 
holder  an  opportunity  to  be  heard.  A conviction  of  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Savannah 
or  of  any  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Georgia  shall  be  ground 
for  the  revocation  of  such  permit,  but  the  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen may,  in  their  discretion,  revoke  such  permit  upon 
other  grounds. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  no  driver  of  such  vehicle  shall  leave  his  vehicle 
while  waiting  to  be  hired,  nor  shall  he  solicit  passengers. 
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directly  or  indirectly,  on  any  such  stands,  nor  shall  any 
person  while  driving  his  vehicle  solicit  passengers,  directly 
or  indirectly ; each  vehicle,  however,  shall  have  a sign  at- 
tached permanently  or  painted  on  the  vehicle  with  the 
words  “For  Hire,”  the  letters  not  to  be  less  than  one  inch 
in  height. 

Sec.  5.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning  or  oper- 
ating more  than  one  vehicle  shall  have  the  right  to  occupy 
any  stand  herein  enumerated  or  specified  with  more  than 
one  vehicle  at  the  time,  nor  shall  any  person  or  driver  have 
the  exclusive  right  to  occupy  any  position  on  any  stand; 
when  any  position  on  any  stand  is  vacated  by  a vehicle 
leaving  the  stand,  any  other  driver  may  occupy  the  same 
with  his  vehicle.  No  driver  shall  keep  his  vehicle  slowly  in 
motion  around  the  stands  by  circling  the  streets  or  other- 
wise. 

Sec.  6.  The  following  stands,  in  the  City  of  Savannah, 
are  hereby  established  for  the  drivers  of  passenger  vehi- 
cles in  the  City  of  Savannah,  when  waiting  to  be  hired,  and 
said  vehicles  shall  not  stand  elsewhere,  namely : 

(a)  There  shall  be  a stand  for  only  two  (2)  automo- 
biles or  hacks  at  the  following  named  places : 

1.  East  side  of  Bull  street,  between  Bay  street  and 
Bay  street  lane. 

2.  West  side  of  Johnson  Square,  next  to  the  curbing, 
between  Bryan  and  Congress  streets. 

3.  East  side  of  Johnson  Square,  next  to  the  curbing, 
between  Bryan  and  Congress  streets,  except  on  Sundays, 
during  church  hours,  when  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such 
automobiles  or  hacks  to  remain  on  the  east  side  of  Johnson 
Square. 

4.  East  side  of  Bull  street,  between  Broughton  street 
and  Broughton  street  lane. 

5.  North  side  of  Congress  street,  next  to  the  curbing 
on  Johnson  Square,  between  Bull  and  Whitaker  streets. 

6.  South  side  of  Broughton  street,  opposite  the  Geiger 
Hotel,  between  Drayton  and  Abercom  streets. 

7.  North  side  of  McDonough  street,  between  Bull  and 
Drayton  streets. 

8.  South  side  of  Liberty  street,  between  Bull  and 
Drayton  streets. 

9.  North  side  of  Harris  street,  between  Bull  and  Dray- 
ton streets. 

10.  Park  avenue,  between  Bull  and  Drayton  streets. 
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11.  Oglethorpe  avenue  and  Houston  street. 

12.  East  side  of  East  Broad  street  and  south  of  Lib- 
erty street. 

13.  East  side  of  Barnard  street,  between  Broughton 
street  and  Broughton  street  lane. 

(b)  There  shall  be  a stand  for  only  four  (4)  automo- 
biles or  hacks  at  the  following  named  places : 

14.  North  side  of  President  street,  between  Bull  and 
Vv^hitaker  streets. 

(c)  There  shall  be  no  restriction  or  limitation  upon 
the  number  of  automobiles  or  hacks  at  the  following  named 
places : 

15.  The  Central  Railroad  Depot,  on  Railroad  street 
only,  and  west  of  West  Broad  street. 

16.  At  the  Tybee  Depot,  inside  of  the  railroad  yard, 
but  not  on  Randolph  street. 

17.  Fifty  (50)  feet  along  West  Broad  street,  directly 
in  front  of  the  entrance  of  the  Union  Station  shall  be  kept 
clear,  and  shall  not  be  occupied  by  any  omnibus,  hack,  rent 
automobile  or  other  vehicle  for  hire,  except  w^hile  passen- 
gers are  alighting  therefrom.  Immediately  north  of  said 
fifty  feet  an  omnibus,  automobile  or  hack  stand  is  hereby 
established,  and  immediately  south  of  said  fifty  feet  and 
extending  around  into  Roberts  street  an  automobile  stand 
is  hereby  established ; provided  the  automobiles,  while  on 
said  stand,  shall  not  interfere  with  the  persons  passing 
along  the  western  sidewalk  of  West  Broad  street.  The 
driver  of  every  rent  or  hack  automobile  while  on  said  stand 
shall  remain  in  his  automobile  or  at  the  door  thereof,  and 
no  such  driver  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  such  door,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  on  baggage. 

18.  At  the  depot  of  the  Savannah  & Atlanta  Railway. 

19.  At  the  depot  of  Midland  Railroad. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  upon  con- 
viction before  the  Pdlice  Court  of  the  City  of  Savannah  to 
a fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  to  im- 
prisonment not  to  exceed  thirty  (30)  days,  either  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  tliis  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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VEHICLES  (Motor). 


Permit  Required  From  Chief  of  Police  for  Persons 
Operating. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  December 
31, 1919,  read  a second  time  January  14,  1920,  placed  upon 
its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Committee  on  Police : 

An  ordinance  to  make  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
drive  or  operate  a motor  vehicle  upon  the  streets  of  Savan- 
nah without  first  obtaining  a permit  from  the  chief  of  po- 
lice of  said  city ; to  provide  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
issuance  of  such  permits  and  a fee  therefor,  in  certain  in- 
stances, to  provide  for  a penalty  for  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  from 
and  after  March  1, 1920,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  drive  or  operate  a motor  vehicle  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  without  first  obtaining  a permit  from 
the  chief  of  police  of  said  city  under  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions hereinafter  provided. 

(a)  Application  for  such  permit  shall  be  in  writing, 
on  a form  to  be  provided  by  the  chief  of  police,  in  which 
application  there  shall  be  set  forth  the  state  license  number 
of  the  car  to  be  driven,  as  well  as  the  name,  age,  sex,  occu- 
pation, residence  and  experience  in  operating  a motor  ve- 
hicle of  the  applicant.  Such  application  shall  be  accompa- 
nied by  a fee  of  one  dollar  when  made  and  presented  by  any 
person  other  than  the  owner  of  the  motor  vehicle  in  whose 
name  the  license  number  of  the  State  of  Georgia  is  issued, 
or  other  than  a chauffeur  duly  licensed  by  the  State  of 
Georgia.  If  the  appllication  is  granted,  this  fee  shall  be 
paid  into  the  city  treasury  of  Savannah.  If  the  applica- 
tion is  refused,  this  fee  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant 
by  the  chief  of  police. 

(b)  No  person  shall  be  granted  the  permit  herein 
provided  for  who  has  any  physical  infirmity  or  whose  hear- 
ing or  sight  is  impaired  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  the 
operation  of  a motor  vehicle  by  such  person  unsafe,  or  who 
has  been  convicted  in  any  court  of  driving  a motor  vehicle 
while  intoxicated  or  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  or

of  violating  the  speed  laws  of  the  city  or  state  more  than 
one  time,  nor  shall  any  such  permit  be  issued  to  any  person 
who  is  ignorant  of  the  traffic  laws  of  the  City  of  Savannah. 

(c)  The  chief  of  police  of  said  city  shall  have  the  right 
to  examine  the  applicant  for  such  permit  as  to  the  appli- 
cant's knowledge  of  operating  a motor  vehicle  and  of  the 
traffic  laws  of  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  may  refuse  such 
applicant  a permit.  From  the  decision  of  the  chief  of  po- 
lice the  applicant  may  appeal  in  writing  to  the  police  com- 
mittee of  Council  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City 
of  Savannah,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

(d)  Should  said  application  be  granted,  the  applicant 
shall  be  issued  a permit  in  the  form  of  a card  signed  by 
the  chief  of  police,  on  which  shall  appear  the  name,  age, 
sex,  occupation  and  residence  of  the  holder  of  such  permit 
and  a general  description  of  such  holder.  The  permit  shall 
not  be  transferable,  and  shall  be  registered  alphabetically 
in  a book  by  the  chief  of  police,  to  be  kept  at  the  police 
barracks. 

(e)  The  card  issued  as  a permit  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
constantly  carried  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  when 
driving  or  operating  an  automobile,  and  such  person  shall 
exhibit  the  same  to  any  police  officer  of  said  city  upon  de- 
mand of  such  officer. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  after  such  permit  is  issued,  the  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen of  the  City  of  Savannah  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
voke such  permit,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  chief  of 
police  and  the  Committee  on  Police  of  Council,  or  without 
such  recommendation  when  in  the  judgment  of  Council, 
the  holder  of  such  permit  by  reason  of  being  convicted  of  a 
violation  of  the  laws  of  Georgia  or  the  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Savannah  relative  to  the  operation  of  motor  vehi- 
cles, is  not  a fit  and  proper  person  to  be  the  holder  of  such 
a permit.  After  the  revocation  of  such  permit  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  such  person  to  operate  or  drive  a motor  vehi- 
cle upon  the  streets  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  non-residents  passing 
through  the  City  of  Savannah  or  visiting  said  city  for  a 
period  of  thirty  days  or  less. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  any  person  driv- 
ing a motor  vehicle  upon  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah without  having  first  obtained  a permit,  or  any  person 
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driving  a motor  vehicle  upon  the  streets  of  said  city  whose 
permit  has  been  revoked,  or  any  person  failing  to  carry 
said  permit  while  operating  a motor  vehicle  upon  said 
streets,  or  refusing  to  exhibit  the  same  to  a police  officer 
of  said  city  upon  demand,  shall,  upon  conviction  of  such 
offense  before  the  Police  Court  of  Savannah,  be  subject 
to  be  lined  in  a sum  of  not  more  than  $100,  or  to  be  impris- 
oned for  not  longer  than  thirty  (30)  days,  either  or  both, 
or  any  part  of  either  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  so  much  of  Section  774  of  the 
code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  as  prohibits  the  use 
of  a rotary  gong  by  any  street  car  or  other  company  or 
any  person  operating  or  using  any  vehicle  in  the  City  of 
Savannah,  and  the  streets  thereof,  except  the  fire  depart- 
ment ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  so 
much  of  Section  774  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Sa- 
vannah as  prohibits  the  use  of  a rotary  gong  by  any  street 
car  or  other  company  or  any  person  operating  or  using  any 
vehicle  in  the  City  of  Savannah,  and  on  the  streets  thereof,

formed by  an  Official  Known  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Water  Works. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January 
27,  1919,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  car- 
ried, read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and 
adopted  and  approved. 

By  Alderman  Jackson : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  that  wherever  any  duties  and 
powers  are  prescribed  to  be  performed  by  a city  official  des- 
ignated as  chief  engineer  in  Sections  1049,  1052,  1060,

the  officers  and  employes  of  the  water  department,  for  the 
duties  and  salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  said 
water  department,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  Sec- 
tions 1015,  1016  and  1017  of  Atkinson's  code  of  the  City 
of  Savannah  for  1918,  which  provides  respectively  for  the 
chief  engineer  to  be  the  head  of  the  waterworks ; for  the 
officers  and  employes  of  the  water  department  to  be  ap- 
pointed and  removed  by  the  Mayor,  and  for  the  duties  and 
salaries  of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  water  depart- 
ment, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January  27, 
1919,  and  on  motion,  duly  made  and  seconded,  and  carried, 
read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and 
adopted. 

By  Alderman  Jackson : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  1278  of  Atkinson's  code 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  of  1918  by  striking  from  said  sec- 
tion the  provisions  of  the  same  relative  to  the  chief  engin- 
eer having  control  of  the  waterworks  department  and  its 
officers ; and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  in  Council  assembled.  That  Section 
1278  of  Atkinson's  code  of  the  City  of  Savannah  of  1918 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  from  said 
section  the  following  language : “He  shall,  under  the  Mayor

tools  and  other  personal  property  of  the  City  of  Savannah, 
belonging  to,  used  in,  or  connected  with  the  said  depart- 
ment/' 

So  that  when  said  section  is  amended  it  will  read  as 
follows : “1278.  Duties  and  Authority  of  Chief  Engineer. 
The  chief  engineer  shall  have  full  and  complete  control  of 
the  execution  of  all  work  of  every  kind  ordered  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah, or  work  contracted  by  the  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  to  be  done  on  the  streets,  lanes, 
roads  or  extensions  of  the  same,  and  all  drainage  work  or- 
dered by,  or  contracted  for  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Savannah ; all  sidewalks  and  passages  through 
parks  and  squares,  curbing,  bridges  and  culverts,  and  all 
sewers  and  drains  of  whatsoever  kind  of  the  City  of  Savan- 
nah, including  the  sprinkling,  cleaning  and  lighting  of 
streets,  except  work  within  the  exclusive  cognizance  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Park  and  Tree  Commission. 

“The  chief  engineer  shall  also  have  full  and  complete 
control  of  the  scavenger  department,  including  the  removal 
of  garbage  from  the  yards,  streets  and  lanes  and  other  por- 
tions of  the  city. 

“He  shall  have  charge  of  the  building  and  repairing  of 
all  public  docks  and  slips  of  the  city,  of  building  and  repair- 
ing all  buildings  owned  by  the  city,  except  those  connected 
with  or  embraced  in  the  police,  fire  and  water  departments, 
and  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  live  stock,  wagons,  tools, 
machinery  and  other  personal  property  of  the  City  of  Sa- 
vannah used  in  and  about  the  public  works,  except  as  may 
be  used  in  the  police,  fire  and  water  departments. 

“He  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  and  remove  with 
consent  of  the  respective  committees  of  the  departments 
of  the  city  government,  to  which  they  belong,  such  assist- 
ants, foremen  and  other  appointees  as,  in  his  opinion  and 
in  the  judgment  of  said  com.mittees,  may  be  required  in  the 
said  department ; but  in  the  event  of  any  disagreement  be- 
tween the  said  chief  engineer  and  the  said  committees  of 
Council  as  to  any  appointment  or  removal  in  the  depart- 
ments under  control  of  said  committees,  the  decision  of  the 
committees  shall  control  as  to  any  appointment  or  removal. 
The  said  chief  engineer  shall  recommend  such  appointment 
and  discharges  as,  in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest  die- 
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tates,  and  they  shall  be  made  when  his  recommendation  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  committees.’' 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


WATER  WORKS  DEPARTMENT. 


Providing  for  the  Creation  of  the  Office  of  Superintendent 
of  Waterworks,  Etc. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  January  27, 
1919,  and  on  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  and  carried, 
read  a second  time  and  placed  upon  its  passage  and  adopted 
and  approved. 

By  Alderman  Jackson : 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  creation  of  the  office 
of  superintendent  of  waterworks  of  the  City  of  Savannah, 
for  the  appointment  of  such  official,  for  his  term  of  office, 
salary  and  duties ; for  the  appointment  and  removal  of  the 
officers  and  employes  of  the  water  department  by  the 
Mayor;  and  for* the  duties  and  salaries  of  the  officers  and 
employes  of  the  water  department,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  the 
office  of  superintendent  of  waterworks  of  the  City  of  Sa- 
vannah is  hereby  created.  Said  officer  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  of  Savannah  and  be  removed  by  the  Mayor 
with  or  without  cause.  The  salary  of  such  official  shall  be 
three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars  per  year. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  said  superintendent  of  waterworks  shall  have 
control  of  the  waterworks  department,  its  officers  and  em- 
ployes, in  conjunction  with  the  water  committee  of  Coun- 
cil, and  shall  also  have  charge  of  all  buildings,  machinery, 
live  stock,  wagons,  tools  and  any  other  personal  property 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  belonging  to,  used  in  or  connected 
with  said  department,  and  shall  also  have  control  of  the 
incinerator  plant  of  the  city,  its  officers  and  employes. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  other  officers  and  employes  of  said  depart- 
ment shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  on  water.  The  Mayor  shall  have  the 
right  to  discharge  any  official  or  employe  of  the  said  de- 
partment at  any  time  with  or  without  cause  assigned. 
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Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  the  committee  on  water,  in  conjunction  with  the 
superintendent  of  waterworks,  shall  prescribe  the  duties 
of  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  water  department  and 
the  incinerator  plant ; the  said  committee  shall  also  fix  the 
salaries  of  such  officers  and  employes,  provided  such  sala- 
ries be  approved  by  the  finance  committee  of  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained,  by  the  authority  afore- 
said, That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


WATERWORKS  DEPARTMENT. 


Providing  for  Changes  in  the  Rates  of  Charges,  Meter 
Service. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  March 
12,  1919,  read  a second  time  March  26,  1919,  placed  upon 
its  passage  and  adopted  and  approved. 

By  Alderman  McCarthy : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  1038  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah  by  providing  changes  in  the  rates 
of  charges  for  water  furnished  through  meters  of  the  city 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  Alcbrmen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled,  That  Sec- 
tion 1038  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  from  the 
fourth  line  thereof  the  figures  “37.5”  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  figures  “90,”  and  by  striking  from  the  eighth 
line  thereof  the  figures  “75”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  figures  “90,”  and  by  striking  from  the  eleventh  line 
thereof  the  figures  “75,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
figures  “90 ;”  so  that  said  section  when  so  amended  shall 
read  as  follows : 

“1038.  Meter  Rates.  The  rates  of  charge  for  water 
furnished  through  meters  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  each  meter  installed  in  separate  dwellings  of  as- 
sessed value  of  not  exceeding  $1,000  there  shall  be  a mini- 
mum charge  of  90  cents  per  month. 

For  each  meter  installed  in  two  dwellings,  under  one 
ownership  of  assessed  value  of  not  exceeding  $500  each, 
there  shall  be  a minimum  charge  of  90  cents  per  month. 


For  each  meter  installed  in  separate  dwellings  of  as- 
sessed value  of  not  exceeding  $1,500  nor  less  than  $1,000, 
there  shall  be  a minimum  charge  of  90  cents  per  month. 

For  all  other  meters  installed  there  shall  be  a minimum 
charge  of  90  cents  per  month. 

For  the  first  ten  thousand  cubic  feet  (or  part  thereof) . 
90  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

For  the  second  ten  thousand  cubic  feet,  83  cents  per 
thousand  cubic, feet. 

For  the  third  ten  thousand  cubic  feet,  75  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet. 

For  all  over  thirty  thousand  and  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  cubic  feet  60  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet. 

For  all  over  one  hundred  thousand  cubic  feet,  45  cents 
per  thousand  cubic  feet.^’ 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


WATERWORKS. 


Providing  for  Increase  in  Inspection  Fees. 


Ordinance  read  in  Council  for  the  first  time  February 
25,  1920,  and  by  unanimous  consent  of  Council  read  a sec- 
ond time,  placed  upon  its  passage,  and  adopted  and  ap- 
proved. 

By  the  Committee  on  Water : 

An  ordinance  to  amend  Section  942  of  the  code  of  1918 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  by  providing  for  an  increase  in 
amount  for  additional  inspection  fee  to  be  charged  for  each 
fixture  with  a waste  connection  in  new  or  reconstructed 
plumbing  v/ork  in  the  City  of  Savannah ; and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained,  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Savannah,  in  Council  assembled.  That  Sec- 
tion 942  of  the  code  of  1918  of  the  City  of  Savannah  be,  and 
the  same  is,  hereby  amended  asfollows : 

By  striking  from  the  4th  line  of  said  section  the  follow- 
ing words  and  figures : ^‘fifty  (50)  cents'’  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  “one  dollar." 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and 
the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.
